Baker's weekly war review, issued 
today, makes the official announce- 
ment that American troops, are at 
last occupying a portion of the ac- 
tual battlefronjt.

Warning the nation not to let re- 
ports of strikes and other internal 
disturbances in Germany slacken its 
war. preparations, 
Secretary Baker 


in his weekly military review today 
also makes the official announcement 
that American troops are at Jast 
holding a portion of the actual bat- 
tlefront. 


For the first time, also, Secretary 


Baker declares that it is fully be- 
lieved the allies have a preponder- 
ance of men and guns on the west- 
$rn front, despite the fact that the 
German line has been strengthened 
by troops from the Russian field. 


Secretary -Baker declared the re- 
ports of numerical superiority have 
been spread by the enemy himself. 


Reviewing operations for the week 


.ending February 2, Secretary Baker 
says: 


"American troops which have now 


completed 'their training are occu- 
pying a' portion of the actual battle- 
front. The operations in which our 
troops have been so far engaged were 
of a minor character.

PUCES HUME FOR 


COLLISION OF SHIPS 


IN HALIFAX HARBOR 


Halifax, N. S., Feb. 4.—Blame for 


the collision between the French 
munitions ship Mont Blanc and the 
Belgian relief ship Imo resulting in 
the explosion of the formed vessel, 
which destroyed a large part of Hal- 
ifax on Dec. 6, was placed 
upon 


Pilot Mackay of Halifax and Captain 
Lamodec of.-the French ship, in a 
judgment announced today by the 
government commission, which in- 
vestigated the collision. 


With the announcement of 
the 


commission's .judgment, Pilot Mackay 
was arrested' charged 
with man- 
slaughter, the commission 
having 


recommended that he be criminally 
prosecuted and his license cancelled. 


The commission also recommended 


to the French authorities the can- 
cellation of the license of Captain 
Lamodec and "that he be dealt with 
according to the law of his country." 


Captain Lamodec was also arrest- 


ed charged with manslaughter. 


The commission held that Captain 


Lamodec and the pilot violated the 
rules of the road. 


Captain Lamodec and Pilot Mac- 


kay are in addition found guilty by 
the commission of neglect of public 
safety on the ground they did not 
take proper steps to warn the in- 
habitants of the city of a probable 
explosion. 
The commission further 


, "considers tbe pilotage 
authorities 


/ deserving of censure1" for permitting 


Mackay to pilot ships since tbe dis- 
aster. 


Captain Wyatt, chief examiner of- 


ficer of tbe port is found guilty of 
neglect in performance of duties re- 
quiring him to keep himself inform- 
ed of the movements, actual and in- 
tended of ships in the harbor and in 
not taking adequate steps to enforce 
various regulations.

Columbus. Feb. 4.—All bakers, 


ncluding hotels and restaurants who 
make their own bread and rolls. 
ising three barrels of flour or more 


month, are required under United 
tates food administration license, 
eginning today, to use at least 5 per 
cnt wheat flour substitutes. 
This 


mount must be increased until by 
'ebruary 24 they are using at least 
fl per cent of other cereals. 
Only when 20 per cent of subsli- 


ufes are in use can the bread be ad- 
erttsed as "victory bread." Under 
he new regulations, milk may be 
sed. hnt the bread must be sold 


at the same price a* that in which 
no milk is used. 


Bakers of crackers, bi&cnits, cakes, 
pies, fried cakes, sweet yeast dough 
goods, are limited from February 1 
to July SI to the use of 7.1 per cent 
of wheat flour used during the cor- 
responding period last year.

citizen between the ages of 21 and 
31 years, resident in

Kingdom or the Dominion of Canada, 
is made subject to conscription un- 
der the same conditions regarding 
exemption, etc., as if living at home. 
Likewise, a British subject sojourn- 
ing in the United States, being not 
less than 20 years nor more than 
40 years of age, who would be sub- 
ject to draft if in his own country, 
is made subject to conscription here.

tons of freight piled up at New York 
without shipping facilities; that the 
fuel administration's 
orders have 


paralyzed "war and other 
industry 


and that food distribution also has 
been ineffective. 
In flatly denying 
Secretary Ba- 


ker's statement that the government 
has' a plan for the war, the senator 
said the military 
committee was 
thunderstruck by the secretary's op- 
timisilc assertions. 


"I am afraid to go too deeply into 


shipping figures," he added, "for one 
might be charged with giving infor- 
mation to the enemy. All who are 
informed as to the present supply of 
our shipping were thunderstruck at 
the statements of Secretary Baker. 
His sanguine predictions as to our 
ability to ship men to Europe and 
supply them when there, are exag- 
gerations of the wildest sort. 
To 


supply a million men in France, sup- 
posing we could get them over there, 
will require 5,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping in constant use. We all know 
the total tonnage now available .is 
nothing like that amount. We all. 
fear it will not approximate that a 
year from now. Yet the secretary of 
war is so out of touch with the ship- 
ping board and shipping authorities 
that he makes a statement that is 
absolutely preposterous 


"I have no doubt of his sincerity 


but this act indicates again the ex- 
tent to which one department is out 
of touch with another department." 


Turning to Secretary Baker's war 


plan, Senator Hitchcock said: 
"Secretary Baker says 
we have 


plans. I am sorry to disagree with 
him. If there is one thing more con- 
spicuous by its absence than any 
other in the operation of the various 
departments and bureaus in Wash- 
ington . . . it has been plan- 
ning for the future. 
I do not deny 
that the Various departments 
have 


planned as far as they could in ad- 
vance but who has prepared the mas- 
ter plan which will harmonize all 
the other plans? Nobody. Nobody 
could.*' 
- Referring to the president's oppo- 
sition to the two committee bills the 
senator said it was on the ground 
that the president alone has respon- 
sibility for conduct of the war, add- 
ing: 


"The mere statement 
represents 
an absurdity." Asserting that con- 
gress has a large measure of respon- 
sibility, Senator Hitchcock said 
it 


would be-"monstrous" to hold the 
president responsible for the two 
million tons of freight piled up in 
New York, for the "break down of 
transportation . . . the muddle and 
jumble of priority 
shipments, the 


shortcomings of the ordnance 
de- 


partment and 
quartermaster's de- 


partment, sufferings of the unneces- 
sarily sick soldiers and nine months.' 
delay in construction of the govern- 
ment powder factories." 


The senator summarized the enor- 


mous burdens on the president 
in- 


cluding formulating a foreign policy, 
designing all the legislation for con- 
gress to pass, dictating the industrial 
and political activities of the coun- 
try and looking after expenditures 
of $250,000,000 a week 


"The president does not want the 


committee to report the cabinet bill 
and." he continued, "if press reports 
l*e true, he objects even to a discus- 
sion- of this legislation in the sen- 
ate. 
This attitude on the part of 


the president is unfortunate but not 
altogether unnatural. 


"In the first place the president 
belongs to the school 
of political 


philosophers who adhere to the be- 
lief that all important 
legislation 


should originate with and be pro- 
posed by the executive. I cannot sub- 
scribe to this scheme of government 
although it has some obvious advan- 
tages, in that it provides leadership, 
order and program.

Mr. Editor—I notice so many 


articles in the papers now days on 
building modern roads and the cost 
of repairs and the up-keep. I have 
read two in The Advocate; one .writ- 
er says the more one looks over the 
literature of modern, road-building 
the better he realizes road-building 
technical a subject it is. And how 
great is the need for expert advice 
in each particular case, and is the 
road one that will soon be worn-out 
by heavy motor trucks, also by fast- 
driven cars; then goes on to say 
what material will be most econom- 
ical and how it £an be scientifically 
combined. He speaks of a sand-and- 
clay mixture for light traffic, and 
speaks of grave,!.'roads and of ma- 
cadam roads, and says that our 
cities and counties go on spending 
great sums of money without hav- 
ing thoroughly i "competent advice, 
and says it doss .'not follow that a 
man needs a,cpjftly technical train- 
ing, but he needs to know the basis 
principles and 'to'-hav-e Jiad a lot of 
practical experience. 
He 
should 


have seen a lot-of different roads 
tried out and bes able to assign the 
reasons for success and failures. 


Now, as I have been in this bus- 


iness longer than any. man in New- 
ark, thought I would answer some 
of - those 'questioti 
I agree with 


him that "a "man-does not need a 
highly-technical training. 
I think 
at this time that we won't want the 
man that has read the most books, 
or the man that can get up and make 
the big talk. We want the man that 
can go out on the job and do the 
work and do it right. In reference 
to a sand-and-clay road there is 
nothing to it in this part of the 
country. 
We all know the freezing 


and thawing and the rain will turn 
clayj.to morter, but for cheap by-roads 
I would recommend bank gravel 
well stripped and free from clay as 
can be, well-rolled. Now as to ma- 
cadam, this has proven a failure for 
it will not stand under heavy traf- 
ric more than about one year. Un- 
til it is worn into hen's nests and 
hog-wollows, as I term them, and it 
requires a new top-coating every 
year, or, at least every two years; 
now yon see that this will soon make 
an expensive road, and it is not only 
the expense, it is the inconvenience 
of havinMthe road closed about one- 
third of the time for repairs. As for 
material for main roads and roads 
and streets that have heavy travel I 
would recommend brick. 


There are some things that stand 


in the way of brick. One is the en- 
gineers ail make their plans and 
specifications for a concrete founda- 
tion, and you know that when you 
have your concrete foundation down 
you have already got the cost of a 
concrete road. 
Then put on your 
sand-cushion, make the bed and lay 
the bricks, and roll and fill the 
bricks, then you have the cost ol 
another concrete roadt 
Now yo« 


see why they don't adopt brick. I 
sav you don't need a concrete foun- 
dation. 
The way I would do this 


work is grade up your street to the 
correct grade, then roll well with a 
10-ton roller, theit put .on a layer 
of limestone three pr four inches 
thick, wet down and roll" well ;then 
put on another layer the same as the 
first and treat it the same. Then 
put* on about two inches of screen- 
ings, wet down and roll well: then 
put one inch of sand and make tlu» 
bed, then lay the bricks, roll and 
fill with asphalt-filler, and I wil
